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Second, and for the other particulars, 
as the Spaniard (aid ; Ragio &i Stado, Kea- 
ſon of State is a very great Knave, ſo may 
cvery one ſay, that Intereſt, and Selt-cn- 
dedneis, is not very honeſt, Every Lods- 
ing ſtands in the beſt Air, and neareft the 
beft Bub, by the repoxt of him that keeps 
ict. The beſt Phyſicray, is he that hath gi- 
ven advice for nothing,or at leaſt helped him 
to Lodgers, and if you ask any Aporberary, 
he is certainly (in his Opinion; ro be pre- 
ferred, that preſcribes moſt Phyfick. There- 
fore it would be prudent to be directed 
ro your Phy.cian before you come, and not 
to heed what is ſaid againſt him, or for 
another, afterward, at leaſt be adviſed by 
ſome dif intereſted Perſon, that is upon the 
Place, and be direted by him, in whit 
Air to Lodge, and what Zath to uſc,and what 
Apothecary to employ.

Kempcrs, that carry with them any ſhew
